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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  a  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tickhill,  coupled  with  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  It  is  my^sixth  and  possibly  my  last  annual  report, 
though  it  is  hoped  to  present  an  annual  report  for  197  3  before  local 
government  re-organisation  in  April  1974. 

An  annual  report  presents  an  opportunity  to  "take  stock"  of  the 
present  situation,  to  look  at  past  aspirations,  highlight  deficiencies  in  the 
service  and  plan  for  the  future. 

On  taking  stock  of  the  present  situation  it  is  clearly  seen  that 
attachment  of  a  Health  Visitor  and  District  Nurse  to  the  group  practice  in 
Tickhill  has  been  a  success  in  providing  a  comprehensive  primary  health 
care  service.  It  is  also  demonstrable  that  with  an  ageing  population  there 
will  be  a  need  to  provide  more  community  services  for  the  elderly,  more 
advice  on  prevention  of  illness,  more  nursing  care,  more  supervision  of 
the  elderly  with  an  increase  in  home  helps,  meals  on  wheels,  luncheon 
clubs  and  special  housing. 

The  planned  extension  of  the  meals  service  in  197  2  did  not  take  place 
for  although  the  meals  could  be  obtained,  a  suitable  means  of  transport 
was  not  available.  The  need  to  extend  this  service  in  1973  is  quite  urgent. 

During  197  2  the  proposed  re-organisation  of  local  government  and 
the  National  Health  Service  had  an  increasing  influence  on  future  planning 
of  services,  due  to  lack  of  guidance  and  uncertainty  of  the  future,  and 
plans  could  only  be  made  to  provide  the  best  possible  service  with  the 
resources  available  up  to  the  re-organisation  date  in  the  hope  that  they 
would  be  continued  and  possibly  improved  upon  in  1974  and  after. 
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1972  was  worthy  of  note  from  several  aspects.  Influenza  outbreaks 
occurred  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year  but  fortunately  both 
outbreaks  were  of  a  mild  nature.  During  February  we  had  a  strike  of 
coal  miners  with  power  cuts  in  electricity.,  which  caused  inconvenience 
and  some  concern  because  of  the  danger  of  hypothermia  in  the  elderly. 

In  June  the  division  lost  a  dedicated  and 'valuable  officer  when 
Mr,  Vallance,  the  Divisional  Administrative  Officer,  retired.  His 
enthusiasm  and  capacity  for  w^ork  was  an  example  to  all.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  we  learned  of  the  impending  departure  of  Cr,  Mrs.  Franklin 
who  had  done  so  much  valuable  work  in  Tickhill  as  a  Councillor  and 
voluntary  worker. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  preparations  were  made  for  the 
domiciliary  midwivee  to  play  a  major  role  in  a  survey  in  3  areas  of  the 
division,  into  3  causes  of  perinatal  mortality.  This  survey  is  now  well 
under  way  and  I  hope  it  will  produce  results  of  interest,  possibly  pointing 
to  ways  of  reducing  perinatal  mortality  or  the  need  for  more  detailed 
investigations. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  have  enjoyed  my  work  in  Tickhill 
for  not  only  have  I  benefited  from  the '  expertise  of  Mr.  Durant  and  the 
other  officers,  but  have  been  encouraged  by  your  guidance  and  interest 
in  the  health  of  'the  community.

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During  the  year  there  were  51  births,  which  is  2  less  than  in  the 
pr  evious  year.  With  a  small  population  even  2  births  makes  a  big 
difference  in  the  birth  rate  and  brought  it  down  to  the  National  average. 

The  remarkable  record  held  by  Tickhill  of  having  only  one  infant  death 
in  3  years  continued  for  as  in  1969  and  1970  there  were  no  still  births, 
neonatal  or  infant  deaths.  Tickhill  appears  like  an  obstetric  oasis  in 
South  Yorkshire  where  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  in  particular  is  usually 
noticeably  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

At  present  a  survey  into  3  causes  of  Perenatal  Mortality  is  being 
carried  out  in  this  West  Riding  Division  involving  3  areas  of  which  Tickhill 
is  not  one.  The  survey  is  in  the  nature  of  a  pilot  survey  which  we  hope 
will  reveal  some  data  of  value  if  only  to  point  the  way  to  a  survey  in  depth 
on  one  subject.

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There  were  9  fewer  deaths  in  1972  compared  with  the  previous 
year  with  the  major  causes  again  disease  of  the  coronary  and  cerebral 
arteries.  Cancer  of  the  lung  was  the  commonest  cause  of  death.  More 
and  more  publicity  each  year  is  given  to  educate  people  that  cancer  can 
be  cured  by  early  detection  and  in  some  case  like  cancer  of  the  lung 
largely  prevented.  Smoking  of  cigarettes  in  particular  is  certainly  a 
major  factor  causing  cancer  of  the  lung,  chronic  bronchitis  and 
coronary  artery  disease.

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  register  is 
small  but  as  in  last  year  s  report  I  would  again  emphasise  that 
tuberculosis  is  found  oftener  in  the  older  age  groups  than  in  the 
young.  This  is  usually  caused  by  the  breakdown  of  a  focus  of 
infection  which  had  healed  many  years  before,  and  it  is  important 
that  persistent  coughs  in  older  age  groups  should  not  be  ignored 
but  fully  investigated.

We  have  managed  to  employ  assistants  to  Health 
Visitors  in  place  of  trained  Health  Visitors,  who  are  qualified  nurses 
working  under  the  guidance  of  a  Health  Visitor,  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  finding  assistants  of  a  high  quality. 

Though  our  establishment  of  staff  is  full,  I  still  consider  that  we 
have  insufficient  in  this  area.  This  is  re-organised  by  the  County 
Health  Committee  who  have  agreed  to  increase  the  establishment  of 
nursing  staff  gradually  over  the  whole  of  the  West  Riding,

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During  197  2  the  Plealth  Visitor  in  Tickhill  left  to  work  in 
another  division  where  she  livedo  She  was  repl  aced  by  a  Health 
Visitor  who  lives  in  Tickhill  and  who  is  also  attached  to  the  group 
practice  in  the  town. 

Attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to  general  practice  has 
undoubtedly  been  successful  throughout  the  division  and  together 
with  the  district  nurse^  form  the  basis  of  a  primary  care  team  for 
people  in  the  community.

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  in  Tickhill  fell  by  only 
one,  but  throughout  the  division  there  was  a  definite  reduction  so  that  now 
only  just  over  5%  of  all  babies  are  born  at  home.  Most  babies  are  now 
born  in  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  Maternity  Hospital,  which  has  modern 
and  adequate  facilities.

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There  was  an  increase  in  the  workload  of  the  Horne  Nurses 
compared  with  the  previous  year^  shown  by  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  and  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made.  It  is 
also  obvious  from  the  tables  that  the  aged  make  the  most  demands  on  this 
service.  This  burden  will  surely  grow  as  the  number  of  elderly  in  the 
community  rises  in  the  next  few  years^  and  there  will  be  a  need  to  steadily 
increase  the  number  of  nurses  in  the  community.  Much  to  my  surprise 
I  discovered  that  many  people  did  not  know  that  the  Home  Nurse  was  a 
qualified  nurse  who  had  taken  additional  training  in  Home  Nursing  and  are 
capable  of  carrying  out  all  nursing  techniques  required  apart  from  those 
of  a  more  specialised  nature. 

Problem  Fam Hies  Co-ordinating  Committee, 

The  Problem  Families  Co-ordinating  Committee  held  only  one 
meeting  during  the  years,  but  these  were  replaced  by  meetings  to  discuss 
particular  families  by  the  officers  concerned.  The  large  committee 
meeting  is  usually  valueless  in  that  too  little  time  was  given  to  particular 
cases. 

Mental  Health  and  Mental  Sub -Normality , 

The  Fernbank  school  which  was  formerly  the  Junior  Training  Centre 
expanded  during  197  2  under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  Education 
Departments,  and  more  trained  staff  employed.  The  long  planned  additions 
were  started  during  1972  and  are  now  nearing  completion.  These  will 
provide  a  new  Adult  Training  Centre  and  Special  Care  Unit  which  is  badly 
needed  as  well  as  a  hostel  with  20  places. 

The  Don  Valley  Society  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  continued  to 
work  vigorously  for  the  welfare  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped  in  the  district 
to  provide  recreational  facilities  and  to  educate  the  public  to  accept  the 
Mentally  Handicapped  as  full  members  of  the  community^  and  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  them  to  reach  their  full  potential. 
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CHIROPODY  TREATMENT 


National  Health  Service  Act  1946  (Section  28 ) 

The  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  free  chiropody 
commenced  on  1st  February  I960  and  provides  for  free  treatment  for 
persons  in  the  following  categories: 

aged  ■*  Persons  of  pensionable  age  (men  over  65  years  and 
women  over  60  years  of  age), 

2^  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  -  A  person  suffering  from  a 
disability  directly  associated  with  the  need  for  chiropody 
treatment^  or  a  ha,ndicap  which  in  itself  prevents  a  person 
from  attention  to  his  own  feet,  e,  g.  blindness, 

3,  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS 

Chiropody  treatment  is  given  either  at  an  organised  Clinic  session 
in  premises  provided  by  Voluntary  Association,  or  in  a  Local  Authority 
Clinic  or  by  domiciliary  treatment  on  medical  grounds.  Domiciliary 
treatment  is  only  recommended  where  a  person  cannot  get  to  a  clinic 
as  this  method  is  much  more  costly. 

Persons  requiring  chiropody  treatment  and  who  fall  in  one  of 
the  above  categories  can  be  referred  either  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  who  is  responsible  for  overall  supervision  of  the  scheme, 

Health  Visitor,  or  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Voluntary  Associations, 

Initial  approval  is  given  for  one  year  and  renewed  when  necessary 
withi  a  maximum  of  six  treatments  per  year,  but  this  can  be  increased  if 
necessary  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 

This  service  has  faced  problems  in  several  areas  of  the  division 
as  the  demand  has  increased  for  there  is  a  national  shortage  of  chiropodists 
and  a  continued  decline  in  the  recruitment  to  this  profession.  Care  of  the 
feet  is  particularly  important  in  the  elderly  with  a  deminished  blood  supply 
to  their  extremities  and  unskilled  -'surgery*'  to  the  feet  can  have  serious 
con  s  e  quenc  e  s ,

Smallpox  vaccination  was  discontinued  in  1971  for  the  number 
of  severe  reactions  to  the  vaccination,  though  small,  were  proving  to 
be  a  greater  hazard  than  the  disease  itself„ 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  are  now  largely 
managed  by  computer  in  the  County  Health  Department  and  though  this 
method  has  produced  a  very  high  percentage  of  fully  immunised  and 
vaccinated  children  in  some  divisions  it  has  not  been  so  successful  in 
this  one,  because  of  the  difficulties  produced  by  the  division  bordering 
on  two  other  authorities, 

I  anticipate  that  the  percentage  of  children  fully  immunised  and 
recorded  will  rise  after  re-organisation  of  the  National  Health  Service 
and  some  of  the  boundary  problems  resolved.  Steps  are  already  being 
taken  to  transfer  the  computer  records  from  the  West  Riding  to  the 
computer  at  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,

We  were  fortunate  in  having  almost  a  full  complement  of  medical 
staff  for  this  service  by  the  end  of  the  year.  More  specialised  equipment 
was  obtained  to  ensure  that  the  2  yearly  vision  and  hearing  tests  of  all 
school  children  were  carried  out,  for  it  is  these  defects  which  arise  most 
commonly  in  children  and  cause  the  greatest  obstacle  to  academic  progress. 

Talks  on  health  matters,  particularly  the  dangers  of  smoking  and 
drug  addiction,  were  given  by  both  Health  Visitors  and  doctors  in  schools, 
but  these  are  of  little  value  if  not  followed  up  in  school  by  the  staff  who  can 
incorporate  health  matters  into  many  other  subjects. 

The  series  of  talks  on  Health  and  Health  Education  were  continued 
at  Scawsby  Teacher  Training  College  and  found  enjoyable  and  valuable  by 
both  staff  and  students. 

Unfortunately  the  number  of  specialised  staff,  such  as  Educational 
Psychologists,  Speech  Therapists  and  x\udiologists  remain  in  short  supply 
and  dispite  hard  work  the  established  staff  of  this  nature  in  this  division 
cannot  hope  to  fully  cope  with  all  demands  for  their  help.

Several  attempts  were  made  during  the  year  to  find  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  is  in  overcrowded 
premises  inaccessible  to  most  of  the  area  served.  The  services  of  a 
psychiatrist  for  two  days  each  week  means  a  long  waiting  list  and 
insufficient  time  allowed  for  each  case.  In  view  of  re-organisation  of 
local  government  and  the  National  Health  Service,  there  is  little  hope  of 
getting  new  premises  for  this  clinic,  even  rented  accommodation  before 
April  1974,  and  the  problem  of  accommodation  centrally  in  the  new  area 
will  need  urgent  attention  by  the  new  Education  Authority,  There  is  also 
a  pressing  need  for  skilled  social  work  support  for  this  clinic  but  here 
again  a  trained  psychiatric  social  worker  is  difficult  to  find. 

During  the  year  discussions  took  place  with  the  object  of  setting  up 
a  comprehensive  assessment  unit  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  to  provide 
a  suitable  situation  for  a  child  to  be  assessed  by  experts  from  different 
disciplines,  to  discover  his  full  potential  and  the  best  means  of  attaining 
this.

There  is  an  increasing  num.ber  of  places  in  infant  schools  for 
the  children  who  ane  not  yet  five  years  old^  and  this  is  of  immense 
benefit  to  certain  children^,  particularly  those  who  could  be  classed 
as  deprived. 

The  registration  and  supervision  of  Day  Nurses  and  playgroups 
is  now  a  duty  of  the  Social  Services  Department  but  the  Health  Visitors 
have  maintained  contact  with  these  groups  of  children  to  advise  on 
hygiene  and  note  the  developm.ental  progress  of  the  childrenp  to  determine 
where  special  education  may  be  required.

The  danger  of  Veneral  Disease  in  this  area  is  small  but  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  occasional  case  of  late  syphilis  is  diagnosed 
quite  regularly.  The  notifications  of  this  disease-p  though  fewp  should 
present  as  a  warning  to  the  homosexual  as  well  as  the  heterosexual 
p  r  omia  c  uoutS .

FAMILY  PLANNING 


The  Family  Planning  Association  act  as  agents  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  in  this  area  and  have  been  enthusiastic  to  extend  their 
services  when  staff  has  permitted.  One  more  clinic  was  started  in  the 
diviision  during  the  yearp  and  in  197  3  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
established  a  free  Family  Planning  Service  for  all  residents.  Advice 
on  all  forms  of  contra.ception  is  given  at  thf^se  clinics  where  the  aim  is 
that  every  child  born  should  be  a  planned  child. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  service, h^s  now  been  sever  ely 
restricted  but  this  has  been  re  pi  aced  by  the  Chest  Radiography  Unit 
at  ,Doncaeter  .Royal  Infirmary  which  has  ”openV  sessions  each  week^ 
thus  making  this  service  more  freely  available  to  those  who  wish  it. 
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WARDEN  SERVICE 


During  1972  there  was  no  expansion  of  the  warden  service  for  the 
elderly  in  TickhilL  The  three  wardens  each  had  a  full  round  and  are  to 
be  commended  for  the  dedicated  way  they  have  performed  their  duties. 
They  have  indeed  been ’’good  neighbours’'*  to  the  elderly  persons  visited. 


MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


There  was  no  expansion  in  the  meals  on  wheels  service  in  1972, 
but  a  van  became  available  early  in  197  3  and  a  luncheon  club  started. 
Financial  restrictions  have  prevented  a  further  expansion  of  this  service 
in  197  3,  but  I  hope  that  by  the  end  of  197  3  there  will  be  a  needed 
expansion  of  the  luncheon  club  service  which  has  proved  so  successful. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  local  government  re  -organisation  it  will 
be  worth  experimenting  with  the  frozen  food  service  which  has  proved  so 
successful  in  the  adjoining  rural  district.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Boards,  which  came  into  being  on  the 
1st  October  1962,  The  constituent  authorities  forming  the  Water  Board 
are  not  unanimous  in  supporting  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies 
in  the  Board’s  area  and  the  matter  was  deferred  by  the  Board  in  1963, 

No  action  to-  provide  fluoridation  facilities  has  been  taken  since. 

The  samples  taken  to  aissess  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the 
water  during  the  year  gave  the  results  set  out  below.  The  water  is 
not  plumbo  solvent.

The  area  covered  by  Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  is  not  a 
'*black*’  area  in  accordance  with  government  definitionj  and  therefore 
the  Council  have  had  no  pressures  to  proceed  with  smoke  control  areas. 
Availability  of  staff  inhibits  schemes  of  this  kind  and  it  will  be  remembered 
that  Tickhill  U,D,C,  has  no  full  time  inspectorate  but  borrows  a  public 
health  inspector  from  Doncaster  Rural  District  Council  on  the  basis  of  one 
day  per  week.  Obviously 5,  Tickhill  would  benefit  from  domestic  smoke 
controls  but  it  is  not  practicable  to  implement  this  in  the  area  before  the 
formation  of  the  new  Metropolitan  District  Authority, 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 

Apart  from  a  section  of  the  Lindrick  area  and  isolated  dwellings  in 
Bawtry  Road;,  Tickhill  now  has  an  adequate  sewerage  system  served  by 
a  modern  sewage  disposal  works.  The  Council  does  not  carry  out  cesispool 
emptying  and  owners  of  dwellings  which  are  served  by  this  system  make 
their  own  arrangements  for  clearance  of  the  tanks  with  either  private 
contractors  or  Doncaster  Rural  District  CoimciL 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  instructed  their  Surveyor 
to  prepare  a  scheme  to  connect  the  above  properties  to  the  mam  drainage 
system,  and  this  work  is  likely  to  be  included  in ‘an  early  programme. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  a  new  surface  water  scheme  was  in 
the  final  stages  of  preparation  by  the  end  of  the  year,  to  ease  the  flooding 
nuisance  which  has  been  frequently  encountered  in  the  Market  Pla,ce/ 
Northgate  area.

Most  of  th,e  occupiers  in  the  two  confirmed  clearance  areas  have 
now  been  rehoused  and  it  is  anticipated  that  re  “development  schemes 
will  be  brought  before  the  Council  in  the  near  future. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  only  one  property  in  the  central 
area  which  was  served  by  a  pail  closet  and  this  is  an  old  cottage  which 
is  the  subject  of  a  Demolition  Order^  but  which  is  occupied  by  a.n  aged 
person  who  does  not  wish  to  be  moved  from  his  familiar  environment. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  began  to  run  down 
their  caravan  site  which  was  set  up  some  years  ago^,  to  deal  with 
caravans  displaced  by  the  Caravan  Sites  (Control  of  Developme.nt)  Act 
and  also  to  help  young  families  who  were  having  difficulty  in  obtaining 
sites  at  th^it  time.  Vacancies  have  graduMly  i.ncreased  and  in  view  of 
the  improved  housing  situation  the  Council  have  decided  to  run  down 
the  occupation  of  the  site  as  circumstances  permit^  and  the  area  will 
be  developed  for  housing  purposes. 

The  itinerant  van  dwelling  is  still  evident  in  South  Yorkshire 
andp  to  dates,  no  authority  has  co.nstructed  a  site  under  the  Caravan 
Act  1968,  The  problem  in  Tickhill  ie  not  acute  and  the  Council  asked 
Doncaster  Rural  District  Council  if  they  could  be  included  in  any 
provisio.ns  which  would  be  made  in  the  future  in  the  rural  area.,  .  This 
has  been  agreed  and  will  obviously  assist  in  the  control  of  itinerants 
when  a  site  is  provided. 
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Previous  reports  have  dealt  with  the  site  previously  used  by 
gypsies  at  Tickhill  Low  Common,  This  area  has  now  been  landscaped 
by  the  W,  R.  C.  C.  and  planted  with  trees  as  it  forms  a  motorway 
corridor.  It  is  hoped  that  given  freedom  from  vandalism  it  will  form 
an  attractive  part  of  the  Tickhill  environment  in  several  years  time. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority,  Doncaster 
Rural  District  Council,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate  rateable 
value  basis.  In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  expediously. 
Four  of  the  local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the  local  authority  for 
rodent  treatment.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I960 


Tickhill  is  relatively  free  from  noise  problems,  but  the  gradual 
build  up  of  operations  at  tv/o  separate  sites  belonging  to  an  agricultural 
machinery  repair  firm  does  produce  problems  from  time  to  time.  These 
sites  are  centrally  situated  and  particularly  during  the  intensive  farming 
periods  heavy  work  is  carried  out  outside  normal  working  hours,  producing 
noise  which  is  disconcerting  to  local  houseowners. 

Discussions  were  therefore  held  with  the  owner  of  the  firm  during  the 
year  with  a  view  to  moving  to  a  better  site,  and  it  is  hoped  that  197  3  will 
result  in  a  solution  being  found  to  this  developing  problem.
